Tue Customs quarterly Trade Reports are, we 
understand, to be published for the future in a 
form identical with that hitherto adopted, but 
under the name of Zhe Customs Gazette. .The 
opening number of the new series was published 
on the 24th inst., and contains the usual statis- 
tical tables and intercurrent remarks on the 
trade for the first quarter of this year. The 
Commissioners, naturally enough, reserve them- 
selves for the more pretentious annual reports, 
and do little more than furnish tables of greater 
or less value for the quarterly volume. Amongst 
those who have compiled highly valuable com- 
parative statements Mr. Dick stands pre-eminent. 
‘The Shanghai trade in eacharticle of imports, ex- 
ports and re-exports is compared with that fora 
corresponding period in 1866, 1867 and 1868, 
and the increase or diminution may thus be read 
offat a glance. ‘Ihe gentlemen that have con- 
tributed short explanatory remarks are Messrs. 
Macpherson (Newehwang), Hughes (Tient-in), 
Hobson (Hankow), Drew (Kiukiang) Kopsch 
(Chinkiany), Jones (Amoy), Taintor (Tamsuy) 
(lakow). Mr. Leonard's report of 

dues and duties shews that at the fourteen ports 
under the foreign inspectorate the total of im- 
port, export und coast duties, tonnage and tran- 
sit dues, and duties collected on native craft for 
the three months under notice amounted to 
* Tis. 1.630,759.75, or somewhat more thin half 
a million sterling. Of this Shanghai contribu- 
ted Js. 676,512.21 or more than three vighths. 
A precis of fines and confiscations levied at 
the various ports during the quarter follows 
next in order, and we are glad to observe that 
an apology is offered to Messrs. Fergusson & Co. 
for the mistake by which they appeared in the 
lust confiscation list as having falsely described 
cerlain goods. [t is to be observed, by the way, 
that Shanghai furnishes no defaulters’ list. The 
volume closes with a reprint of the Chi 
text and translations of the recent reg 
tious affecting pilotage, the export of tea 
dust, and the import of time-pieces, Re- 
turning to the trade reports, we observe an 
extraordinary increase in the importation of 
piece goods at ‘lientsin, Hankow, Kiukiang, 
Chinkiang, Shanghai and Tamsuy, a falling off 
being however to be noted at Foochow, Amoy 
and Takow. From Hankow indeed Mr. Hob- 
son reports that “the quantity of Grey Shirt 
tings and T.Cloths which arrived (during the 
quarter) was in excess of the tot#l importations 
of the years 1863 and 1864.” ientsin is im- 
proving in every branch of foreign trade except 
in opium, and the same may be said of Han- 
kow. But at the latter port the falling off is 
directly traceable to the production of Opiuta 
in Szechuen, while at Tientsin very little native 
drug is offered for sile. Our readers no doubt 
recullect the edicts promulgated some months

ago against the cultivation of the poppy. We 
presume that these are still nominally in for 
but the prohibition is practically inoperative, 
and the Hankow authoriti-s have abandoned 
the atwmpt to enforce it, and are now content 
to tax the obnoxious drug at the rate of 14,400 
cash per picul. «The mandarins indeed yo far- 
ther. ding that it is sinugyled to the river 
ports and to Shanghai, and anxious to place it 
in a position from which it could compete 
favonrably with foreign drug, they have fixed 
for it a duty of ‘I'ls. 15, export, and Tis. 7.50, 
coast,trade, per pienl, payable at the foreign 
inspectorate. Chuny-king-is one of the chief in- 
land marts for native opium. Tt may be bought 
there at from 130,000 to 180,000 cash per 
picul, while at Hankow it commands 350,000 
to 400,500 cash. Ln route it is subjected to a 
Le Kin of 134,400 cash, which with the other 
levies mentioned above leaves a margin of only 
71,200 cash per picul for expenses and profit. 
The prospects ofa successful coal trade with 
Keelung sire brightening, ut we regret that 
the acting Counmissioner has not insisted on the 
absolute necessity for foreign supervision of the 
working of the unines, At present the 
production is so enormous us to be pp 
incredible. 

On the whole, the reports indicate a very 
satisfactory increase in the importanee of foreign 
interests in China. Our influence is to be m: 
sured priviarily by our trade, and secondarily 
Ly the sacrifices we are ready to make in order 
to preserve it intact. 




















































Revertrye to the consideration of Confucius as 
a great teacher, upon which we entered in our 
last issue, it will on reflection be granted that 
the history of the development of Confucianism 
is the history of Chinese philosophy and even 
of Chinese thought. Were Confucius and his 
influence to be blotted out, hardly any thing 
would remain as a specimen of reasonable native 
philosophy. It is probable that the wisdom of 
times ancient even at the Confucian period is 
embodied in the sayings of the sage, but if it 
really be so we know of it only through Con- 
fucius, and as represented and coloured by him. 
It therefore matterslittle to us whopreceded the 
sige. He fills up the entire buck ground of the 
picture. From him issued forth the 
‘Mellifiuons streams that watcred all the schools, 

Lut the ers has heen so seanty as to amount to 
no more than amplifications and frequent dis- 
tortions of the great original. Now it is a fact 
patent to every observer that whatever the ex- 
co of the Confucian morality may be, the 
every day life of the nation shews but little 
trace of it. ‘The sage’s lofty utterances are made 
the texts of scholastic exercises, and are adopted 
as ornamental inottoes for gilded boards. We 
shall shew that the intellectual element is not 
deficient in the ethics of Confucius but the 
purely practical and empericad element hus chok- 
ed its influence. ‘The sae referred to every day 
experience but he admitted an experience fur 
beyond that of mere senstious objects. ‘Take 
for instance the following passages from the 
fourth book of the Analects :— 


He who loved virtue would esteem nothing above it. 
He who hated what is not virtuous would practise 
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virtue in such a way that he woul not allow anything 
that is not virtuous to approach him. 

When we sec men of worth we should think of 
equalling them ; when we sce men of a contrary’ cha- 
racter we should turn inward and examine ourselves. 


But these are mingled with such practical 
remarks asy 

Me who acts with a constant view to his own ad- 
vantage will be much murmured against, 

The cautious seldom err. 

Between friends frequent reproofs make the friend- 
ship distant, 

Now it is quite reasonable to imagine that

We are accustomed to regard the sage as one 
who referred constantly to precedent and anthori- 
ty, and whose teaching tended to produce a 
constantly retrospective frame of mind. But 
he acknowleged, just as we do, that the light of 
reason is a necessary part of the developement 
of the human mind :— 
























‘The master said to Tsze-kung. ‘Which do you con- 
sider superior, yourself or Hwuy 2” ‘Tsze-kung replied, 
“How dare [compare myself with Hwuy ? fry hears 
cone goint and knows all alout_a subject, 1 hear one 
point and kuow a second.” The master said “You 
are not equal to him, I grant you, you are not equal 
to him.” 

Here we have an acknowledgement of that 
“active sagacity of the soul whereby some small 
Dusiness being hinted to her she runs out pre- 
sently into 2 more clear and larger conception.” 
And althouzh the sage reverently refrained from 
discussing the great problems of life, of death 
and of the Supreme nature he yet had a presenti- 
ment of the Divine. Taking the excellent

in the morning hear the right way he may 
dic in the evening without regret. 

‘Tsze-kung said, What I do not wish men to do to 
me, I also wish not to do to men.” ‘The Master said, 
“Tee, you have not attained to that.” 

There has thus been a failure to catch the spirit 
of the philosopher's teaching, as well as a want 
in his own exposition of the true doctrine. 
Whether that want is due to the sage himself 
or to his disciples cannot now be determined, 
but the result is that the mode of instruction 
has had a marked influence while the true bear- 
ing of the instruction itself has been missed. 

We will make but one more extract from the 
sage, but to our mind it is a very important 
one. It has been observed that the Divine 
inspiration of the decalogue is marked by the 
command not to covet, as this offense could not 
be taken cognisance of by any but a divine tri- 
bunal. Let'us now hear Confucius sum up the 
moral Jaw :— 

The Master said, ‘In the Book of Poetry ‘are three 
hundred pieces, but the design of them all may be 

in one sentence, Have no depraved thoughts.’ 























H. B. M. SUPREME COURT. 
June 22nd 1869. 
Before Sir E. Honspy. Chief Judge. 
Camppetn v. Forrest. 

The plaintiff in this case, who was asked to show 
cause why the petition should not be dismissed, rend 
at some length a document asking that as he was 
unable to procure legal assistance his Lordship 
would be pleased to overlook all_informalities that 
might appear on the face of his petition, and give him 
his assistance ; the more so as he was able to state on 
oath that the defendant had made himself personally 
liable for the amount, and that a similar case, 
sorie time ago decided, natnely that of Reynoldsv. Med- 
hurst was a precedent that he could obtain redress. 

His Lordship said that did not get over his difficult 
of exercising jurisdiction over the Mixed Court. It 
was a foreign Court attended by Assessors who watch- 
ed over the cases affecting foreigners. They were not 
responsible for the action of the Court, and could not 
be made so. 

Petitioner then asked where could he get justice. 

His Lordship said he could not tell.” In this case 
the defendant was acting as an Assessor, aud was 
not liable unless indeed it could be shown that he 
had maliciously stepped out of his way to do or cause 
to be done-an injury to a suitor. 

Petitioner then asked what was the use of getting 
a judgment in the Mixed Court. 

His Lordship said he could not tell. When the 
ond turned out insufficient, and it was proved that 
it ought not to have been taken, Mr. Medhurst 
kindly exerted himself to get the mistake rectifi 
he arranged to have the case rcheard and thoroughly 
ed. The magistrate Chen had assented to this, and 
a day was fixed for the hearing, when the Petitioner 
chose to listen to bad advise—refused to attend the 
Court—wrote letters to the papers abusive of the Cou- 
sular officers, and it was not likely that Mr. Medhurst 
‘or any one else would again exert themselves on his 
behalf. On this point he had no one to blame but 
himself. ‘That, however, was beside the present ques- 
tion. This Court had no jurisdiction over Mr. Forrest 
as Assessor of the Mixed Court. : 

‘The petition must stand dismiesed; the court having 
no jurisdiction.

A Meetixe of Suanenonpers in the Usionx 
Sream Navication Company was held at 
the Office of the Agents on ‘Tuesday after- 
noon, the 22nd instant, F. A. Groom, Esq., 
in the Chair. 

Mr. Sropparp read the notice convening the 
the meeting and the minutes of the last meeting. 

The Camas said that as all the Share- 
holders had received a copy of the Report and 
Accounts, it would not be necessary to read it, 
‘The report contained the Directors’ proposal for 
the division of the profits, and there was little 
mark, The- steamers had been 
kept in good order; and as the company possessed 
no other property except a few cargo bouts it 
was fully worth the amount put down under 
the assets. ‘The Directors suggested, ont of the 
profits of Tls. 56,609.28, to pay a dividend of 
15 per cent and5 per cent to contributing share- 
holders, and to carry Tls. 20,000 to the Reserve 
Fund, 

Mr. Trautstayy remarked that the assets and 
the liabilities were put on the wrong side ; he 
noticed that there was a considerable balance at 
debit of Interest account, and wished for in- 
fornnation on the point. 
he CHamman said it was a matter of taste 
on whatside the liabilities were placed. The 
balance at debit of interest was owing to the fact 
that interest had to be paid on the balance of 
the purchase money of the Fond. 

Mr. ‘TravtMaxs noticed that there was a 
sum of Ts. 34,000 atthe bankers and desired 
to know whether there was any interest reccived 
on this amount. 

The Criamsax stated that the great portion 
of the amount had only been deposited at the 
latter end of the quarter and therefore was not 
entitled to interestas it would be withdrawn im- 
mediately for payment of dividend, ete. 

UTMANN remark

Mr. Bs not see any interest credited 
on the amount advanced on goods, He supposed 
interest was paid on these advaners, 

The Cuatnstan said it was included in the in- 
terest account, on the other side of which there 
was interest on the purchase money of the Lona. 

Mr. Baryes observed that the Directors had 
not signed the accounts, which was the usual 
practise and ought to have heen done. 

The Cuairstay said that the Directors had 
passed the report, which they would not have 
done if they had not been satisfied of the cor- 
rectness of the accounts. 3 

Mr. Banses asked ifchequeson the bank were 
signed by the Directors—they ought to be sign- 
ed by at least three. 

Mr. Trautsays noticedin expense account an 
amount of Tis. 1,900 for stationary and petty 
expenses, which he thought was very heavy for 
two steamers. 

‘The Cirarrman said the books were open for 
the inspection of the shareholders. If Mr. 
TravTMANS wished to go into details, he could see 
them or the amounts could be read out. ‘There 
were many items which could not be included in 
any other account. In many cases they had to 
pay the compradores at the ports; there was one 
amount of Ts. 200 which had been paid by the 
the agents at Hankow, but which would come 
back when the agents were reappointed. 

Mr. ‘Trautsaxn also noticed Tis. 1,800 
for expenses incurred with new steamer, and 
suxyested that the particulars should be given. 

‘The Ciatnman said that they had followed 
the example of older companies. It was not 
considered beneficial to the interests of the com- 
pany to publish details; fall explanations could 
be found in the accounts on the table. It was 
thought better not to publish the working uc- 
counts of the steamers. 

Mr. Travruass said that by the Deed of 
Settlement one third of tho profits should be 
given back to the contributing shareholders. 

‘The Crramsay said it was impossible to find 
out accurately the amount contributed. 

Mr. Trautuaxy thought the Directors i 
dicious in their proceedings. ‘There were a 
great many who would not take the same inter- 
est in the company unless there was a perfect 
understanding as to the returns on freight ; again 
the Directors hud purchased a new steamer 
which may be good, but which is very dear, and 
thought they ought first to have taken the opin- 
ion of the shareholders.

Barnes’ proposition were carried a holder of a 
large number of shares could distribute them 
among his clerks; the Landrenters’ meetings 
were generally cortrouled by one man. 

Mr. Baxer said the usual practice was to 
give votes on a sliding scale. 

Mr. Barves said that in other companies 
‘vote was not given for each share. 

The Crarruan thought it wassin all com- 
panies in Shanghai. % 
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Mr. Banwes.—Yes, but Shanghai companies \ 


are not constituted as others. 

Mr. Baker instanced the Gas Company and 
Mr. Banyes the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank 
in support of their views 

The Cuatustan thought the question too im- 
portant to be decided by that mecting, ng it had 
not been announced that it would be brought 
forward. It ought to be properly considered, 
and as another mecting would have to be called 
after twenty one days notice for the election of 
rector, it would be better to postpone a de- 
cision on the question till then. 

Mr. Baryes said, with reference to shares be- 
ing put into the hands of clerks, that the com- 
pany could refuse to transfer the shares. 

The Cirainstas.—We cannot prevent a holder 
selling his shaves, It was certain that a share- 
holder would find some means tv have his shares 
represented. 

Mr. Barxes was willing to move the proposi- 
tion and leave it on the table for next meeting. 

The Cuairsas thought the only way to get 
over it was by allowing only a limited number 
of shares to one housp. 

Mr. Banvyes would rather have had it decided 
then, but agreed to wait till next meeting. 

Mr. Baxer next proposed and Mr. Minuer 
seconded the following resolution, which was car- 
ried :—

Mr. TrautTuasn said that his firm had given 
its support to the company on the understand- 
ing that they would not run to the northern 
ports. 

Mr. Baxer wished to state that the pro- 
position was Mr. Groom’s and not the Directors’ 

The Cxarrman said he had no wish to run in 
opposition, as he considered it preferable to 
work with the N.C. S. Co., but he thought it 
would be an advantage if, with the consent of 
the N. ©. S. Co., they had the power to run the 
Rona to Chefoo or ‘Tientsin should an opportun- 
ity offer. There were frequently charters offer- 
ing in Hongkong to convey passengers, as 
students for the examinations, to Peking, and 
his proposition was simply to enable the com- 
pany to accept such a charter should one offer. 

Mr. Miter thought that as their object was 
to sell the Zona, Mr. Groom’s proposal was un-

Mr. Traurwany thought it would raise hostil- 
ity. 

The Cnamrmas asked if the N. C.S Co. 
would add a clause to their Deed of Settlement 
undertaking not to run to Hankow. 


























Mr. TrauTaaxsx remarked that when the 
‘company was stronger it would be time enough 
to think of running to the North. 

The subject then dropped. 

The Citatrsan said the next business was the 
election of Directors, 

Proposed by Mr. Stopparp, seconded by Mr. 
Low :— 

‘That the present Directors be re-elected. 

Mr. Trauts ws then proposed the following 
amendment, which was seconded by Mr. Ba wy, 
but was lost hy 39 votes againt 21. 

‘That the election of directors he postponed to 22nd 
duly, and that the present directors remain in office 
till then.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
Tne steamer Malacca arrived on the evening of the 
2st inst., bringing the London Mail of the 7th ulto. 
and Telegrams to the 23rd ulto., of which the following 
is a summary. 


Great Brrratx.—London, May 12th. In the House 
of Commons last night, Mr. Candlish announced his 
motion for the appointment of a Commission of En- 

niry regarding this expenses of the Abyssinian War. 

hitnary—General Wetherall and Sir Charles Went- 
worth Dilke. 13th. In the House of Lords last night 
Earl Russell initiated a debate on the state of Ireland. 
Lord Derby followed him. Lord Granville declined 
to disclose any news [views.] In the Honse of Com- 
mons last night, Mr. Cardwell intimated that the Go- 
vernment did not intend to modify the arrangements 
that had been made for the reduction of the Forces in 
Canada. Parliament has adjourned for the Whitsun- 
tide holidays. 18th. Mr. Consul Cameron has writ- 
ten a long letter in justification of the conduct he pur- 
sued in Abyssinia. 

Frasce.—London, May 12th. Advices from Paris 
state in a speech at Chartres, the Emperor Napoleon 
asked honest men of all parties to support Government 
and a liberal policy, and oppose resistance and sub- 
vessive passions (sic). 13th. Latest telegrams from 
Paris state the disturbances have occurred at an elec- 
tion meeting. Mr. Olivier had addressed the meeting, 
and the police restored order. A sanguinary collision 
took place afterwards in the streets between the 
sects. The troops surprised the people during the dis- 
turbance, in which 366 ee were killed, 500 
wounded, and 14 arrested. 18th. Latest telegrams 
from Paris report further electoral disturbances, but 
order has been restored. 23rd. Advices from Paris 
state that “ Consul” has won the French Derby. 

Yraty.—London, May 13th. Telegrams from Ttaly 
state that General Menabrea has formed a Cabinet, of 
which he is President of the Council of Foreign Af- 
fairs. and several Ministers remain in their former 
positions unchanged. 23rd, Italian Telegrams an- 
nounce that the Viceroy of Egypt. who has left on a 
visit to the principal cities of Europe, has arrived at 
Florence. 

Austrta.—London, May 18th. The Session of the 
Austrian Reichrath’ closed on the fift ‘The 
Emperor's speech described the relations with foreign 
powers as friendly, the new laws and the defences of 
the country would guarantee peace. The Emperor 
hoped that the finances of the country would soon im- 
that the new Constitution would satisfy all 
ies common to the country. 


—London, May 18th. Latest telegrams from 
Spain give the Budget. The Expenditure is 29,787 
millions reals. Deficit 800 millions reals, Spanish 
advices state that the Cortes hus rejected the proposal 
requiring sovereigns to be bora Spaninnils, 21st, 
Latest Spanish telegrams state that the Cortes has 
voted the Monarchical clauses of the new Constitution 
by 214 votes st 71. 23rd. Advices from Spain 
assert that the Cortes will appoint a Regency to-mor- 
row. but will not discuss the candidature for the 
Throne before October next. 

Ustrep Srates,—London, May 19th. Advices from 
‘Washington of yesterday's date state that Mr. Motley, 
the new Ambssador to Great Britain, leaves to-day for 
London. He has been instructed that in the event of 
England opening the Alabama question he is to insist 
‘on submitting to arbitration the moral responsibility of 
England consequent on the neutrality proclamation, 
Mr. Motley is not to take the initiative.

The Hongkong Daily” Presa informs us that a pri- 
vate telegram has been received to the effect that 
Pretender, the horse owned by Mr. Robert Jardine, 

* has won the Derby, Pero Gomez accond, Drummer 
“third. Pretender was also winner of the 2,000 Guinea 
Stakes, 

‘The Criminal Sessions at the Supreme Court com- 
menced on the 23rd inst., when one Mahomed was 
convicted of a large robbery of iron from Mr Muir- 
head’s foundry and was sentenced to twelve months 
hard labour, On the following day auother Indian 
was found guilty on a charge of stabbing and was 
sentenced to cighteen months hard iatour. In the 
civil side of the court there have been two cases of 
building contract which have occupied some days. 

An affray resulting in the loss of the life of one 
native and the dangerous wounding of another, took 
place on Wednesday, ‘at Farnham’s Works, It seems 
that an Asiatic, named Brown, engaged as watch- 
man on the premises, had remonstrated with some 
Chinamen who were employed in a work, the per- 
“forming of which was creating an unbearable stench. 
‘The watchmen’s remonstrances being unheeded, it 
appears that in moment of anger, he discharged the 
several rounds of his revolver amongst the workmen, 
killing one of them, who was shot through the lungs, 
on the spot, aud seriously, it is feared mortally, 
wounding the other. The wounded men was im- 
mediately conveyed to the Hongque police station, 
where his wounds were examined and dressed by 
Dr. Macgowan, An inquest was to have heen held, 
‘but as the witnesses of the affair were not in atten- 
dance, after the viewing the body of the deceased 
Dy the Coroner and Jury it was postponed, ‘The pro- 
liminary investigation is at present going on before the 
H. B. Ms Police Magistrate. 

An incident illustrative of the utter absence of any 
means of enforcing order in China happened in con- 
nection with above occurrence. It is thus described 
By one of the evening journals. 

“The Che-heen, escorted by his usual following of 
tog, rag. aud bobtail, left the city this afternoon to 
hold an inquest on the body of the Chinaman who 
was shot yesterday by the coloured watchman em- 
ployed at Farnham’s Dock. When in the Nam-tow 
suburb, the Magistrate was suddenly set upon by a 
mob of close on two thousand natives, who loudly 
demanded the immodiate execution, without further 
trial, of the offending foreigner. The Che-heen's fol- 
lowing promptly bolted, aud left Hie Worship in 
the hands of the mob, with whom he tried to 
temporize by telling them had the culprit been a 
native they should have had their wish, but as it 
was he had no controt over him beyond seeing 
that he was brought to trial. ‘This not satisfy’ 
the excited crowd they threatened to take the life 
of the Che-heen himself, and dealt him some pretty 
heavy blows, but fortunately he kept moving on, and 
at length managed to ensconce himself in the French 
Police Station, the four men on duty at which kept 
the mob at bay with fixed bayonets till re-inforcements 
arrived. ‘The French Consul subsequently visited the 
‘station and met a warm welcome fromthe thankful 
Magistrate, who was then escorted back to the city 
hy a guard of ten men of the French Municipal 
Police.” 

There have been several meetings held during tho 
week, although none of them were of particular in- 
terest. 2 

‘The adjourned meeting of members of the Shang- 















































hai Club took place on Munday. The Committee 


appointed at the provioun meeting suggested an ad- 
vance of $10 on the boarding fees and of $5 and 
$10 respectivel, rent of Ledro«ms, which they 
Proposed to divideinto firxtand second classes, They . 
also considered the ovtl ay on gas, ‘stationery and 
wages too high. ‘These changes, they believed would 
improve the income of the Club by $5,100 a year. 
The sharcholders were willing to meet these views, 
and undertook to raise a temporary loan on the 
furniture, to pay off the Tls. 3,900 debt, while a 
trial is given the new plan. 

The suggestions were accepted by the members 
without comment. As no security bas been given 
that the present boarders and lodgers will continue 
under the new scale we imagine there is little ecbance 
of the scheme lasting for more than the three months. 

A meeting of the Shareholders in the Union 
Steam Navigation Company was held on Tuesday, 
when several important resolutions were brought 
forward. The accounts were passed, and a dividend 
of 15 per cent on paid up capital was agreed to. 
‘The property of the Company having been improved 
by the purchase of the Glengyle, which absorbs a 
certain portion of the Reserve Fund, it was resolved 
to issue to the shareholders three Tls. 100 shares 
instead of the Tls 250 scrip in which the stock now 
stands. A resolution was passed requiring the Direc 
tors to consult a general meccing of Shareholders before 
purchasing any more steamers. Returns on freight 
are to be in future payable half-yearly. It was an- 
nounced that the Rona would be sold a3 soon as a 
convenient opportunity occurs. ‘The retiring Direc- 
tors Mssrs. Ashton, Baker, Groom, Hogg, Miller, 
Tong-king-sing, and Hip-mow-kong, were re-elected. 

‘A meeting of the N. C. Branch of the Asiatic So- 
ciety took place on the 22nd inst., was very well 
attended, there being several ladies present, The paper 
read was by Mr Consul Markham, describing his visit 
tothetomb of Confucius. DrScherzer, Chief of thescien- 
tific corp connected with the Austrian expedition, was 
present and presented to the Society thirteen volumes 
relative to the former expedition in the Norara, and 
also presented a collection representing the products 
and arts of Austria, forming a valuable beginning 
for the proposed Museum. 

Mr Goodwin, Assistant Judge of H. .B “M.'s Su- 
preme Court, returned on Sunday from his trip to 
Chefoo. 

‘The Austrian expedition, consisting of the frigate 
Archduc Friedrich and corvette Donau, arrived on 
Saturilay last and have been visited by most of 
the foreign consuls and by the Taonti. The Admiral 
has kindly permitted the fine band of the flag ship 
to play in the Recreation Ground each afternoon. 
‘The Donau left to-day for Tientsin, with Il, E. Baron 
von Petz, Ambassador Extraordinary, who goes to 
conclude a treaty with the Court of Peking; the 
Archdue Friedrich remains here till her return. 

It igstatod that one reason for the anxiety to com- 
plete ‘Treaty relat ions with China promptly is a pro- 
ject now in contemplation to run a branch line of the 
‘Austrian Lloyd’s Mail steamers to the East, a soon as 
the Suez Canal has been completed. 

‘The steamer Ajax arrived on the 23rd inst,, having 
made the run out in 73 days. The arrival of vessels 
during the week have been very numerous, nu less 
than thirteen from ports in England having comein 
since last Friday, beside several from Australia, 

The steamers Nestor and Niyer, and the clippers 
Taitsing and Calter Ou! have leit ior Londo. ‘the 
Lennox Castle, the last of the tea clippers which loaded 
at Havkow, bas alsv left. 
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Tho steamer ona which has for the last two 
years been running between this port and Hankow 
has been relieved by the Glengyle and is to be des- 
patched to Hongkong to-morrow morning. The 
Glengyle being much larger and better adapted for 
the river trade, she will be better able to contest in 
speed with the S.S.N. Co.’s fine steamers. 

News was brought by the Mail of the total loss 
of the ship Coral Nymph, from Sunderland to this 
port, in Gaspar Straits. It seems that she ground 
ed on a coral reef at midnight of the 19th May. 
Endeavours were made by throwing cargo overboard 
to get her off, but all efforts proved ineffectual, and 
she sank on the night of the 2lst. The boats then 
left for Singapore and kept close to each other until 
the night of the 28th, when they parted company 
during a heavy squall in the Stanton Channel. On 
the night of the 30th Captain Winchester and his 
Doat’s crew were picked up by Captain Josa, of the 
ship Wallace, bound from Shields to Singapore and 
brought on here. The other: two boats in charge of 
the First and Second Otficers have not yet beeu 
heard of, but as they were well found in sails, rig- 
ging, anchors &c., aud had ample provisions and water 
on board, besides charts and other requisites, there 
is no reason to doubt their safety. 

‘The American Government has, we believe, signified 

* its assent to the “* Revised Land Regulations.” ‘The 
assent is provisional aud depends upon the action of 
the other powers represented at Peking. 

It is stated that a meeting of the Watch Commit- 
tees working under the Englsh and French Munici- 
pal Councils respectively was held a few days since to 
arrangea plan of combined action in sanitary matters. 
It ia to be hoped that some pressure will be brought 
to bear onthe city offivials as sanitary precantions 
in the settlements are almost in vain unless some 
pressure can be brought to bear on the authorities 
within the wall. 

The Recorder is informed that the Charter of In- 
corporation of a new Scotch Masonic Lode for Shang- 
hai is ity way out, It is to bear the title of St. 
Andrew's in the Hast, suggestive of another annual 
festival under the same name as that inaugurated and 
kept up by the St. Andrew's Society, 

The Comptoir d’Escompte has, it isstated, purchas- 
ed for Tis, 57,500, the property on the Bund next 
to the Masonic Hall, at present temporarily occupied 
De the Oriental Bank Corporation, and formerly by 
the Bank of Hindustan. 

The Daily News says some of the teamen at Foo- 
chow, in despair at the unusual firmness displayed by 
the teatasters there this year, are now offering their 
teas on the Shanghai market, encouraged by the 
groater ‘‘pluck” and discerument of our northern 
Duyers. Muster chests of five chops have, we believe, 
Deen received ; but the Foochow-men do not seem to 
have taken much, as yet, by their move. The Shang. 
hai teatasters appear to appreciate the compliment 
asit deserves.” 

‘The schooner Clio lately brought up a nimber of 
turtle from the Sea South Islands. The Chinese, 
gusted at the maltreatment of such a venerated reptile, 
have bought several, and turned them loose in the 
Wangpoo. 

We are sorry to learn that the chief officer of the 
Agnes committed suicide by poisoning himself during 
the voyage of that vessel from Fuochow. We also 
hear that the Captain of the Queen of the Sea died on 
the passage to this port. 

Great interest has been caused in the settlement by 
‘the discussion of the question whether the Bubbling 
































Well Read ought or ought not to be metallod. The 
metalling was begun by the Council, when a memo- 
rial from sixty two of the riding members of the com- 
munity was presented asked tiat it be left soft. The 
morning papers have teemed with letters on the sub- 
ject and a counter memorial has been got up, which 
has obtained about three times the number of signa- 
tures that the other had. It must be remembered, 
however, that no attempt was made to get all the 
signatures possible to the tirst memorial, and very 
many of those who have signed the second seldom 
make use of the road, although their employers may. 
As there are, however, several other roads available 
for riders it seems only fair that this one should be 
made suitable for carriages, and the general fecling 
appears to be in favor of metalling the road and mak- 
ing a brandh one from near Mr Eames’s bungalow to 
join the parallel road leading to the Bubbling Well. A 
subscription paper has been circulated to raise the 
necessary funds for this object.

—It is to be hoped that the pipes may 
he speedily extended, not only to the various legations, 
‘but to the houses of the native aristocracy, and the 
imperial palace itself! As might have been’ expected, 
the erection of so conspicuous and singular an object 
as the chimney, ereate'l considerable alarm among the 
Chinese living in the neizhbourhood, causing them to 
fear a serions disturbance of the féng shui.

Castox.—A disturbance took place at Canton on 
the Mth inst. in connection with the festival of Snake 
Boats; we take the particulars irom the China Mail 

“Some curious news reaches us from Canton. As 
our readers are aware, yesterday was the anniversary 
of the celebrated Dragon Boat Feast, which is usually 
observed as a carnival the lower class of Chinese. 
Hitherto, the day has over without annoyance 
to foreigners, but on the arrival of the S. S. Puyang 
yesterday, a mob was found to be besieging the wharf 
with brick-bats and stones. The following account of 
the disturbance is furnished by a correspondent :— 

“4 mob of the lowerclass Clineseattacked thejl 
C, & M.S. B, Company's Wharf at Canton on Monday 
afternoon with stones and brickbats, and demolished 
the windows nnd doors of the engine-house ou the 
wharf, besides damaging the steamer Poyang, which 
was lying alongside the wharf at the time, some of her 
windows aud shutters being broken. Mr. Mayers, 
HM. Vice-Consul, was immiediately sout to, and at 
once despatched the Consular constable with six Chi- 
hemo soldiera to quiet the mob. ‘They, however, were 
unable te do anything, the mob stoning them away. 
Shortly afterwards Mr. Mayers hitnself, with soine 50 
Chinese soldiers, appeared on the spot, but the mob 
was too strong even for them.» More soliliers were 
sent for and very fortunately the Cheu-lo, Captain Ed- 
wards, came np the river at the time, anda reinforce- 
ment of 50 sailors from her was sent to the support of 
the soldiers. ‘The mob seemed in no way inclined to 
give way, int stoned the last comers as readily as the 
others. Finding that peaceful action was useless Capt 
Edwards, well supported by his Lieut. Mr. Robertson, 
gave orders to charge with lixed bayonets, and before 
this movement, executed with unmistakeable vigour, 
the mob dispersed. ‘Two were captured, and it is said 
that one or two were drowned, besides others receiving 
some severe bruises, &e. A guard was then pinset 
‘on board the Poyang for the night, and no further dis- 
turbance occurred.” 

“Mr, Mayers will doubtless receive orders to apolo- 
ise to the Chinese for declining to be stoned. Captain 
Edwards will of course be hanged.”

He 
will go from Shanghai, through the {nland Sea of 
Japan, calling at Nagasaki, Kobé, Osaka, and Hiogo, 
and from thence to Yokohama and Yeddo ; from 
which place he will return to Hongkong, after which, 
he will start for Swatow, Amoy, and Foochow. 

‘The P.M.S.S. Company's steamer Walrus, Captain 
Watson, from New York, with dates to the 9th 
March, en route to China, anchored in Singapore 
harbour on the Sth instant, and the same Company’s 
steamer Nautilus, Captain Holges, which leit New 
York on the same day, was hourly’ expected. 

‘The mercantile community will regret to hear of the 
resignation of Mr. Bryans, deputy chairman of the 
Chamber of Gommerce, on account of ill health. Mr. 
Bryans has been in a yery feeble condition for sev 
months, aud for a week has been contined to his 
house. On ‘Thursday he took his departure by the 
nail for the North, where he is in hopes of rocovering 
some of his lost strength.

From the 9th to the Mth of May, the people of 
Shanghai had their floral exhibition, which attracted 
great numbers of visitors to the ‘Tea Gardens in the 
city. ‘Tho show, however, which consisted of a fow 
specimens of the Larue, of the, epiphyte species, 
was rather a “sell” to the expectful foreigners who 
honored the occasion. At Nun-hwui-hien, however, 
a city some thirty miles distant from Shanghai, cus- 
tom seems to have discarded ‘floures freshe and. 
braunch and blome,” and adopted instead the scent- 
less artificial. ‘Tne celebration, if such it may be 
called, at tho above city, took place on the 25th 
May, its chief feature being the distribution of somo 
six hundred thousand cash worth of artificial flowers 
to the matrous, maids and maidens of the city, and 
surrounding country. ‘The city magistrate was chair- 
man and judge on the occasion, and as he, more- 
over, provided the money, was donbtless competent 
to make the flowery presents, which are said to 
have been accorded in the following order :—Ist, to 
blushing beauties ; 2nd, to next best looking 
the matrons.
